_(a) Totals for the most recent six-monthly and three-monthly periods 
together with comparative figures for the- same periods twelve months

_() Monthly totals for each of the latest fifteen: months. 


_ Figures up to 1959-60, represent totals derived where possible from annual 
factory returns. It should be noted that for some-factories annual returns are 
accepted for a period other than the normal financial year ended June 30th. 


From July, 1960, onwards, figures are preliminary and subject to revision, 


The scope of the Bulletin will be widened from time to time to include new 
information as it becomes available for publication.
